LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Lord 
Mayor’s banquet in Guild Hall last 


night, given by London's new chief 
executive, Sir Kynaston Studd, pre- 
sented the brilliant scene custom- 
ary to these annual occasions. The 
guests, in addition to his majesty’s 
Ministers, included the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Lord Lascelles, Lord 
Byng, who recently became head of 
the London police force and most 
of the diplomatic representatives. 

Responding to the diplomatic 
toast, the Spanish Ambassador ex- 
pressed the staunch devotion of 
Spain to the cause of world peace 
and to the League of Nations, de- 
Claring that his Government is 
striving to increase the number of 
nations with whom it has arbitra- 
tion and conciliation pacts. 
~ Winston Churchill, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, who had proposed 
‘the toast, had referred to the com- 
ing negotiations with Germany 
upon reparations. He said the lib- 
eration of German finance and Ger- 
man soil from interference and 
control is the object regarded in 
England as of highest public value 
and importance. 

Baldwin Speaks on Peace. 

Responding to the toast to the 
Ministers, Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin also spoke on peace, con- 


‘clliation and the dying down of wer 


feelings. He said that close co- 
operation between France and 
Great Britain could not react to the 
detriment of either Germany or 
any other Power. Germany, he 
Said, stands today as a great coun- 
try among equals and owes that 
position largely to the genius of 
Foreign Minister Stresemann. 
The speech of the Prime Minis- 


_ter was mainly a review of condi- 


tions prevailing in different coun- 
He expressed

Leaving the Kellogg pact almost 
his speech, Prime 
Minister Baldwin said: “I wish Am- 
*‘bassador Houghton were here to- 
night. In his absence I would say 
that I believe the time may come 
when in the histories of this period 
there will be no greater act credited 
to the United States than that in 
this year it had the highest honor 
of voicing the aspirations of man- 
kind in presenting that pact for 
signature. 

“Let us remember what it is we 
have. signed. It is so tremendous 


“a thing that few of us realize it.” 


After describing the meaning and 
implications of the pact, the Pre- 
mie resumed: ‘“‘Belleve me, the al- 
ternative before Europe is very sim- 
ple and the choice should be easy. 
We either keep faith with th spirit 
of the pact we signed or in time 
we will go down the steep places 
together and perish eternally. 

“There are representatives of 
many great nations here tonight. 
Let us grasp this opportunity which 
has been given us for a new start 
with both hands and go forward 
with new faith and new hope.” 

The speech of the Premier, con- 
cluding on this note of peace, was 
wildly cheered. 

Among th: points made in other 
speeches was the announcement by 
Air Minister Sir Samuel Hoare that 
all frontier difficulties had been re- 
moved, and that weekly air service 
between England and India will 
start in the early spring.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.— 
William B. Smith, a-Republican

W. Y. McBurney, Colum- 
bia University Graduate 
Student, Says He Talks 


Same as Everyone Else. 


——— 


The St. Louis manner of speech, 
which has been adjudged by stu- 
dents of the American dialect as 
the standard of the nation, was fe- 
corded on a phonograph by W. Y. 
McBurney, Columbia University 
graduate siudent, who resides with 
his parents at 5872 Julian avenue. 

He is 32 years old, a man of av- 
erage circumstances and average 
literary tastes, who, in the opin- 


ion of the judges, speaks everyday | 


“United States” as it is spoken in 
the street, on the campu:: and in 
the average business office. 

As told in yesterday's Post-Dis- 


patch, the test was made at the 
Columbia Faculty Club in New 
York, where more than 100 pro- 
fessors and graduates listened to 
20 phonograph records which re- 
produced as many varicties of the 
American vernacular. 

What there was to distinguish 
his speech from other sectional 
samples, McBurney is unable to 
say. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today he thought it must 
have been because there was noth- 
ing to distinguish it at all. It was 
sO average, so nondescript—neither 
high nor low. Nobody was more 
mystified than he when decigion 
of the jury was announced. He 
had never paid much attention to 
dialect or inflection, he said, and 
thought, since his dttention had 
been called to it. that his dialect 
was rather colorless. When New 
York reporters interviewed the 20 
representatives at the time the re- 
corded samples were taken, he re- 
lated, they told him with some 
disappointment that he talked just 
as they did and they had  0»no 
more use for him. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter listen- 
ing for some characteristic that 
might be set down as distinctive 
found few qualities in McBur- 
ney’s speech that lend themselves 
to description. It was simply the 
kind of talk you hear every day 
with none of the extremes. He 
spoke easily and pleasantly. There 
was no trace of affectation, no 
inconsistencies, no tripping up 
over a broad “A,” no conspicuous 
nasal twang, no dropping of final 
g’s or softening of r’s. He spoke 
as a man of considerable education 
but without a pose of culture or 
attempt at loftiness, and there was 
little or none of the current slang. 
His vocabulary comprised only 
words of the regular market value. 
No exclusive $8 expressions crept 
in. 

McBurney, who is the son of 
Willam J. McBurney, assistant 
collector of customs, was born in 
St. Louis and has lived here all 
of his 32 years except for the time 
spent away at college. He was

YANKEE STADIUM, NEW 
YORK, Nov. 10.—Notre Dame up- 
set the hitherto unbeaten Army 
eleven today, 12 to 6, in a thrilling 
finish before a huge crowd of 86.- 
000. The Hoosiers scored the win- 
ning touchdown on a 45-yard pass 
in the fourth period and then 
stopped the last Cadet charge one 
yard from the goal as the final 
whistle blew. omnaauniuinee 

Notre Dame decisively outplayed 
the Army, exhibiting a powerful 
running attack, in one of the big- 
gest reversals of the season. O’Brien 
took the pas from Niemiec that de- 
cided the game. Red Cagle en- 
gineered the only Army touchdown 
and started the last Cadet threat 
with a 55-yard run back of kick- 
off but this fell short. 


FIRST PERIOD. 

Captain Sprague, wearing a pro- 
tective noseguard, kicked off for 
the Army. Brady ran back 15 
yards to the 35-yard stripe. The 
big cadet forwards smeared the 
Hoosier running game and Nie- 
mic’s high punt was recovered by 
the Army on its 40-yard line, but 
Cagle, on pass formation, was 
thrown for a 17-yard loss and Army 
was forced to punt. 

After a kicking exchange, Notre 
Dame completed a beautiful pass, 
Niemic to Chevigny, for a gain of 
22 yards, putting the ball on 
Army’s 43-yard line. The Hoosiers 
kept up the aerial barrage, but a 
penalty and a few wild heaves 
broke up the threat, forcing Nic- 
mic to kick. 

Niemic, outpunting his cadet ri- 
val, Murrel, kept the Army on the 
defensive, gradually pushing the 
soldiers back toward their own 
goal. Neither running attack had 
shown any symptoms of breaking 
loose se far, although it was tak- 
ing smart defensive work by the 
Notre Dame _ secondaries to plug 
gaps torn in their line. 

The first period ended scoreless. 
ly, with Notre Dame holding the 
ball on Army’s 47-yard line. 


SECOND PERIOD. 

Notre Dame got a “break” early 
in the second period when Nie- 
mic’s punt took a sharp twist out 
of bounds on Army’s 3-yard line. 
Murrel kicked out to his 37-yard 
mark but Fred Collins, Hoosier 
fullback, got loose on the first 
play. for a 20-yard dash to the 
Cadet 17-yard line. 

Chevigny slashed through cen- 
ter for six yards, then Collins, 
picked up six more through the 
same gap to make it first down 
on Army's four-yard line. Army 
stopped the next play. Collins 
fumbled as he plunged for the 
goal line and cifurrel recovered to 
save the Army from being scored 
on. It was a touchback and the 
Cadets put the ball in play on 
their own 20-yard mark. 

The Cadets, with Red Cagi> 
loose for the first time, got their 
running attack going briefly, reg- 
istering first down on their 36- 


yard line after an exchange of 
kicks. The scrappy Hoosier for- 
wards braced. however. and 


forced Murrel to punt after he 
bucked the line without gain. 
From their own 37-yard line, the 
Hoosiers broke loose again. Chevig- 
ny circling Army's right end for a 
12-yard dash that put the ball on 
the Cadet 47-yard mark.
